Eakman, with unflagging 
good humor and sprightli¬ 
ness, wrote poems, plays and 
stories read by ehiidren the 
world over. In 19-13 crippling 
arthritis affected her, and 
afterwards she rather gaily 
remarked: 

“This was my own problem 
and no one else could solve 
it. Should I sink? Or should 
I swim? I chose to swim.” 

And she did, redoubling 
her writing chores and turn¬ 
ing out her poems, school 
plays and various articles. 

Her writing career began, 
however, in Chicago when a 
Christmas poem won her a 
Chicago newspaper award. 
In 1M2 she and her second 
husband, Francis Eakman, 
moved to Great Falls, Mon¬ 
tana, a long way from her 
birthplace in Hamilton, N.Y. 

Facing the Montana moun¬ 
tains as she ironed, she con¬ 
ceived and wrote "Beautiful 
Montana,” a poem that had 
wide circulation. 

THE EAKMANS came to 
Sierra Madre in 1926. Begin¬ 
ning in the 1930s, Mrs. Eak¬ 
man operated a children’s 
theater in .Sierra Madre 
which achieved recognition 
over the state. Its headquar¬ 
ters were at 28 Windsor 
Lane which later housed Al¬ 
fred E. Dewey’s art studio. 

Then came the arthritic 
attack which converted an 
energetic, busy, happy wom¬ 
an into an almost helpless 
invalid. 

Undaunted, however, she 
continued to write from her 
small bedroom at the Mari¬ 
posa address, secure in the 
bright and fanciful world of 
children. 

She wrote sprightly little 
verses like the "Fuzzy Cater¬ 
pillar”: 

"Fuzzy little caterpillar 
In your coat of browny fur. 
Have you any klttenpillars? 

Do your pussies purr?” 

THERE WERE longer 
poems and more plays for 
children. In all, Mrs. Eak¬ 
man sold more than 100 
poems .some dozen plays, 16 
stories and any number of 
articles. 

A mighty unusual woman, 
her funeral services were 
Monday at 2 p.m. at the 
Ripple Mortuary Chapel, with 
the Rev. George W. Lindsay, 
Congregational Church, of¬ 
ficiating. Committal was pri¬ 
vate in Pasadena Mauso¬ 
leum, Final interment will 
be in Hamilton, N.Y. 

Surviving are a daughter, 
Mrs. Alice Pedigo of Carls¬ 
bad; a son, Robert B. John¬ 
stone; six grandchildren and 
three great-grandchildren. 

Mrs. Eakman was an hon¬ 
orary member of the PTA, 
member of the DAR of Cali¬ 
fornia, the Pen Women’s 
Club and the Business and 
Professional Women’s Club.

munify-orlented group inter¬ 
ested in the finest medical 
care for the patients in the 
hospital. 

To assist the Foundation 
in the orderly transition of 
the hospital, he agreed to 
continue as the medical di¬ 
rector for the short period 
necessary to assure this 
tran.sition. 

CONCURRENT with the 
settlement of the financial 
arrangements for the pur¬ 
chase of the Medical Center 
and Hospital, lease agree¬ 
ments will be made between 
the Foundation and the phy¬ 
sicians now occupying the 
professional suites In the 
Medical Center. 

To assist the non-profit 
Foundation in carrying out 
its purposes, after adequate 
proof of its charitable and 
eleemosynary activities, the 
Federal, State and County 
Governments provide certain 
tax reliefs. These are to ex¬ 
empt the corporation from 
income taxes and certain 
property taxes. This tax re¬ 
lief will further assist the 
Foundation in its charitable 
activities and in providing 
the best possible medical fa¬ 
cilities for the citizens of this 
area. 

Contributions made to a 
properly certified non-profit 
corporation are deductible by 
the^ donors in computing 
their taxable returns. Be¬ 
quests, legacies, devises or 
transfers to such a non-profit 
corporation are deductible in 
computing the value of tax¬ 
able estates of decedent per¬ 
sons. Likewise, gifts of prop¬ 
erty to such a corporation 
are exempt from taxation. 

Just what effect the new 
situation will have on the 
proposed erection of a conva¬ 
lescent hospital and rest 
home adjoining the Medical 
Center is problematical.

was sharply critical of the 
leadership of the NAACP. It 
was an interesting piece. But 
many felt that it reflected a 
sort of youthful restlessness 
against older leadership that 
was just a trifle overdrawn. 
That was also my reaction. 

The Lomax book on Africa 
is something else. The author 
tells in some detail how he 
had to be prepared by sev¬ 
eral African leaders to un¬ 
dertake his assignment. It 
may come as a surprise to 
us to learn that many Afri¬ 
cans resent the American 
Negro; not all say “wel¬ 
come” home. 

An American Negro who 
tries to explain how much 
progress has been made 
towards racial equality In 
this country is laughed down, 
or hooted at, or, much worse, 
regarded as a sort of white 
man’s lackey. So, for Lomax, 
it took some time before he 
was “accepted.” A white re¬ 
porter probably never would 
have been.

LOMAX NARRA’nVE re¬ 
counts how the Egyptians, 
who many thought were 
seeking only dominance in 
the Arab world, have tried 
to take over the ideological 
leadership of the whole Afrl- 
c a n Continent. Although 
Lomax shows that he under¬ 
stands Israel’s struggle for 
freedom and self - respect, 
after years of European sub¬ 
jugation of the Jews, there 
is not much sympathy in 
Africa for Israel’s fight for 
freedom. 

'The most disturbing point 
that Lomax makes is that in 
many African nations what 
is taking place is not merely 
a fight for Independence, 
but also a reversal of the 
race war. The desire for re¬ 
venge against the white man 
is understandable; it is also 
a powerful emotional pro- 
jjellant. 

In Lomax’s judgment it 
seems to be having the same 
corrosive effect on African 
Negro leaders that racism 
has had on white segrega¬ 
tionists in this country. 

This is a book worth read¬ 
ing if you can stand strong 
medicine.
